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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(aHd), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04/09/2004 is noted. 
The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97 and 1 .98. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 19. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 

forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 9, 12-14, and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Shimizu (EP 0 227 475 A2) in view of Lincoln (2,441 ,427). 
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Shimizu discloses a variable geometry exhaust gas turbocharger with guide blades (6) 
in a rotationally fixed connection to blade levers (27), which are mounted in a setting 
ring (9). However, Shimizu does not disclose the use of a spring element to connect the 
blade levers to the setting ring. Lincoln teaches the use of a spring element (23) to 
connect blade levers (20) to a setting ring (26) in a variable guide vane device in order 
to allow for a more readily accessible and serviceable variable guide vane device. The 
spring elements (23) produce a unilateral force actuation of one of the blade levers (27). 
The spring elements surface corresponding to the surface (21) of the blade levers (27) 
provide a form-fitting force acting on the blade levers (27). The spring elements include 
a rotational angle limitation (24, 22) and are riveted to the setting ring (9) to form one 
piece. Lincoln's design Is to have a finished apparatus in which the spring elements 
and setting ring are in one piece. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to modify the variable geometry exhaust gas 
turbocharger of Shimizu by using a spring element to connect the blade levers to the 
setting ring as taught by Lincoln in order to allow for a more readily accessible and 
serviceable variable guide vane device. 

6. Regarding the method claims 13, 14, and 17-19, the modified Shumizu 
apparatus satisfies all of the claimed operation steps because it operates in the same 
manner to achieve the same result. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 3, 4, 8, 10, 1 1, 15, 16, and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Garrett discloses a spring element used to connect vanes to a 
unison ring in a turbocharger. Daudel discloses an exhaust gas turbocharger and 
method of operation. Dawson discloses a variable vane actuator including a spring 
element.
